3) an identification of spedfic prior art discussed, 

4) an identification of the prindpal proposed amendments of a substantive nature discussed, unless these are already described on the Interview Summary 
Form completed by the examiner, 

5) a brief identification of the general thrust of the prindpal arguments presented to the examiner. The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or 
elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature 
or thrust of the prindpal arguments made to the examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to 
emphasize and fully describe those arguments which he feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner,

examiner during the interview. If there is an inaccuragy.and.it bears directly on the question of patentability, it should be pointed out in the next Office letter. If the 
claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner shoiild send a letter setting forth his or her version of the statement attributed to him. If the record is 
complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication “Interview record OK” on the paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and 
the examiner’s initials.
